Yet Token to Have a New 
Court House and County 
Jail Erected. 

The entire summer has gone 
by and not a single step has been 
made by our Fiscal Court to have 
a new Court house erected or to 
arrange to can- for our prisoners 
in a decent and satisfactory man- 
ner. 

It is no credit to the officials of 
any county to be content with 
such old tumble down, dilapi- 
dated public buildings ftj we 
h%ve in Knox county, and we 

believe we voice the sentiments 

of the ma>> of the people when 
we say that such a state of af- 
fairs should not be longer toler- 
ated. We believe that the prop- 
erty owners of Knox county de- 
lerve to have secure vaults in 
which to keep the records of the 

county, ill order to protect them 
from the danger of fire. This we 
have not, and as we have fre 
fluently stated before, should a 
tire occur there is great danger 
of every record in the county be- 
ing destroyed. Such a calimity 
would cost many times more 
than a new building with all the 
necessary vaults for the safety 
and protection of the records. 

Our county Judge has no place 
suitable for an office and noplace 
to keep the books and papers of 
his office and no place to hold 
court except in the Circuit Court 
room. 

There is no place about the 
Court house for the County At- 
torney to have an office, although 
be should have his office in the 
■Court-house. 

W The Uircuil Clerk has no pro- 
tection for the papers and rec- 
ords of his office, and there is 
noplace for the Grand Jury to 
meet when impanneled unless 



the Circuit Court Clerk vacates 
bit Offloe and permits it to be 
used for that purpose. 

We do DOt believe the think- 
ing people of Knox county de- 
sire that this state of affairs 
should exist when there could 
be ■ new house erected with all 
the modern Improvements and 
conveniences without increasing 

the tax rate to amount to any- 
thing. 

We hope that there will be 
some steps taken along that line 
before the opening of another 
summer comes, and give the 
people of Knox a chance to ex- 
press themselves at the polls 
upon this question.
